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PREFACE 


The  present  Catalogue  is  an  endeavor  to  render  more  generally  useful  the  books  con- 
tained in  the  Library  of  the  Department  by  a  classification  of  them  by  subjects.  This 
object  has  been  kept  constantly  in  view,  rather  than  a  close  adherence  to  the  estab- 
lished rules  generally  followed  by  bibliographers. 

The  plan  is  very  simple.  Names  of  authors,  subjects,  or  titles  of  books  should  be 
looked  for  precisely  as  words  are  sought  out  in  a  dictionary.  If  the  desired  informa- 
tion is  not  found  under  the  word  looked  for,  the  inquirer  will  be  referred  to  another 
heading,  under  which  it  will  be  found. 

Each  book,  with  exception  of  those  belonging  to  the  classes  of  Fiction,  Essays, 
and  Poetry,  is  entered  thrice — under  the  author's  name,  under  the  first  word  of  its 
title  not  an  article,  and  under  the  subject  to  which  it  belongs. 

Under  the  class  of  Drama  each  work  is  entered  under  its  title. 

In  the  case  of  Essays  and  Poetry,  lists  are  given  under  those  heatlings  of  the 
names  of  essayists  and  poets,  through  which  readers  are  referred  to  the  general  al- 
phabet for  their  works. 

Fiction  is  arranged  under  class  list,  where  each  book  is  entered  twice — once  under 
the  name  of  its  author,  and  again  under  the  first  word  of  its  title  not  an  article. 

The  case  and  shelf  marks  are  given  at  the  end  of  each  entry — the  first  left-hand 
number  indicating  the  case,  and  those  following  the  shelf  or  shelves.  Cases  designated 
alphabetically  are  indicated  by  their  respective  letters. 

This  opportunity  is  taken  to  acknowledge  favors  extended  by  Mr.  S.  B.  Noyes,  of 
the  Brooklyn  Mercantile  Library.  To  the  excellent  catalogue  of  that  institution  the 
Department  is  greatly  indebted,  especially  for  the  arrangement  of  the  class  Biography.

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RULES  OF  THE  LIBRARY. 


1.  The  employ6s  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior  only  are  authorized  to  borrow 
books  from  the  Library. 

2.  Before  being  allowed  to  draw  books  employes  will  be  required  to  file  with  the 
Librarian  a  certificate  of  identity  from  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Department,  or  of  the 
Bureau  or  Office  in  which  employed. 

3.  No  book  will  be  taken  from  the  Library  until  its  title  and  the  name  of  the  bor- 
rower shall  have  been  registered  by  the  Librarian. 

4.  Of  works  of  single  volumes  only  one  at  a  time  may  be  borrowed ;  of  works  of 
two  or  more  volumes  two  may  be  taken. 

5.  The  period  of  a  loan  of  books  is  for  two  weeks,  and  borrowers  are  strictly 
prohibited  from  lending  books  thus  drawn  to  other  persons  whether  of  the  Depart- 
ment or  not. 

6.  Borrowers  wishing  to  retain  books  for  a  longer  period  than  two  weeks,  may  at 
the  close  of  the  second  week  renew  the  loan  for  an  additional  two  weeks. 

7.  The  loan  of  a  book  will  be  renewed  but  once. 

8.  Books  classed  as  "  Works  of  Eeference,"  or  marked  in  the  Catalogue  with  an 
asterisk  (*),  cannot  be  taken  from  the  Library. 

9.  When  a  book  has  been  injured  while  in  the  possession  of  a  borrower,  it  must 
be  replaced  by  a  perfect  copy. 

10.  Application  for  and  return  of  books  must  be  made  in  person,  except  in  cases 
of  sickness  or  absence  from  the  city. 

11.  Books  returned  will  not  be  reissued  until  they  have  been  examined  and  replaced 
upon  the  shelves. 

12.  When  a  book  has  been  retained  by  a  borrower  beyond  two  weeks  without 
renewal,  its  price  will  be  certified  to  the  Disbursing  Officer  of  the  Department,  and 
deducted  from  the  salary  of  the  person  withholding  it. 

13.  Writing  on  the  leaves  or  covers  of  books,  and  the  folding  or  turning  down  of 
their  leaves  are  strictly  prohibited;  violation  of  this  rule  will  debar  employes  from 
further  privileges  of  the  Library. 

14.  In  selecting  books  from  the  shelves  care  must  be  used  in  handling  them,  re- 
placing those  not  drawn  on  the  shelves  from  which  they  were  taken :  the  number  of 
the  shelf  may  be  ascertained  from  the  label  inside  the  cover  of  the  book. 

15.  Employes,  on  quitting  the  service  of  the  Department,  must  return  all  books  in 
their  possession  belonging  to  the  Library.  Final  payment  of  their  salaries  will  be 
withheld  by  the  Disbursing  Officer  until  he  is  satisfied  that  all  books  charged  against 
them  at  the  Library  have  been  returned. 

16.  For  infringements  of  any  of  the  above  rules  the  Librarian  is  authorized  to  sus- 
pend or  refuse  the  issue  of  books  to  the  culpable  persons.
